At one time or aiiotlier, and in one way or another, probab­ 
ly eveiy intelligent citizen of Texas becomes conscious that the 
State governm ent is not equal to the serious demands the public 
m akes upon it. 
The other day a Texas dongressiuan informe 
a commiitee in congress, before which an appeal for succor foi 
flood-stricken Texas fanners was pending, that the State of Tex­ 
as had done nothing to relieve the situation beause its constitu­ 
tion prohibited the giving of direct aid. 
At other times, droutli 
stricken fanners of the prairte lands have found themselves 
victims of the State’s inability to cope with natural disasters. 
Yet tlie fanners themselves are the m ost persisent oppo­ 
nents of a new constitution. Students of the S tate’s educational 
problem find the greatest bar to progress the restrictions placed 
upon the legislature and localities by an outworn constitutioai. 
The m achineiy of the State goverm nent itself, especially in its 
financial operations, is cumbersome, inefficient and unsatisfac­ 
tory. 
Ordinary busmiess m ethods, such as the best regulated 
business institutions in the world have found necessary, eco­ 
nomical and adaptable, are generally barred from the business 
openitioiis of the State by constitutional obsolescence, thus im­ 
pairing the very credit of the State itself. 
The legislature is not even perm itted to pay living salaries 
to those who bear the liighest respon» ibihties of the State. 
Mu­ 
nicipal progress is ham pered a t m any points by constitutional 
restrictions that outrage common sense. 
The prison system absorbs, year after yeai', hundreds oi 
thousands of dolíais beyond the ordinary earnings of the prison 
populaOon, all because the State through! its legislative and 
executive branches is not perm itted to create a system that wil. 
ecoiiomicaliy, morally and socially serv'e the purposes of its ex­ 
istence. 
It frequently happens that we have the paradox of a bank 
lupt treasuiy tuil of money, while the S tate’s honest obligaü ons 
go unixaid for months, and those who purchase for it are unable 
to buy supplies upon term s that any ordinary citizen who is lun. 
est can easily obtain.

But little miprovement can 
ue maue m any direction—certainly not such progress as tiu 
more complex civilization of this ttnie demands—until a new or­ 
ganic law IS nam ed, one coum ieusurate with the needs, ideals 
und asim atious of Tw entieth Century people. 
A coiáULutiun with restraiuts, reservations and an mvioi- 
abie bin ot ngnts is aiways essenUal to the presem ition of oui

TEXAS CONSTITUTION A BAR TO PROGRESS 


(Houston Post) 
At one time or another, and in one way or another, probab­ 
ly every intelligent citizen of Texas becomes conscious that the 
State government is not equal to the serious demands the public 
makes upon it. 
The other day a Texas dongressman informe 
a committee rn congress, beiore which an appeal for succor fox 
flood-stricken Texas farmers was pending, that the State of Tex­ 
as had done nothing to relieve the situation beause its constitu­ 
tion prohibited the giving of direct aid. 
At other times, drouth 
stricken farmers of the prairie lands have found themselves 
victims of the State’s inability to cope with natural disasters. 
Yet the farmers themselves are fixe most persisent oppo­ 
nents of a new constitution. Students of che State’s educational 
problem find the greatest bar to progress the restrictions placed 
upon the legislature and localities by an outworn constitution. 
The machinery of the State government itself, especially iii its 
financial operations, is cumbersome, inefficient and unsatisfac­ 
tory. 
Ordinary business methods, such as the best regulated 
business institutions in the world have found necessary, eco­ 
nomical and adaptable, are generally barred from the business 
operations of the State by constitutional obsolescence, thus im­ 
pairing the very credit of the State itself. 
The legislature is not even permitted to pay living salaries 
to those who bear the highest responsibilities of the State. 
Mu­ 
nicipal progress is hampered at many points by constitutional 
restrictions that outrage common sense. 
The prison system absorbs, year after year, hundreds of 
thousands of dollars beyond the ordinary earnings of the prison 
population, all because the State through! its legislative and 
executive branches is not permitted to create a system that wil 
economically, morally and socially serve the purposes of its ex­ 
istence. 
It frequently happens that we have the paradox of a bank 
nipt treasuiy iud of money, while the State’s honest obligations 
go unpaid for months, and those who purchase for it are unable 
to buy supplies upon terms that any ordinary citizen who is hoi, 
est can easily obtain. 
I be same constitution places unnecessary restrictions upon 
i he political rignts of citizens, in substance penalizing the ballot 
itseli. Politically, socially, industrially, commercially aud other­ 
wise, progress is Halted at every step by a constitution written 
ann adopted at a time wheti ah 
opndiuous 
affecting human 
progress were crude aud unstable. 
But little improvement can 
ue made iii any direction—certainly not such progress as tnt 
more complex civilization of this time demands—until a new or­ 
ganic law is trained, one commensurate with the needs, ideals 
.old aspirations of Twentieth Century people. 
A constitution with restraints, reservations and an inviol­ 
able Lull ot rights is always essential to the preseivation of oui 
n ee institutions, but surely it is possible to have such a consti­ 
tution without rendering tne government impotent to serve the 
emergencies that are ever appearing in the life of the State, 
without crushing every requirement of human progress. 
To 
shirk the task ox rewriting the law is equivalent to a confession 
that the people are not enlightened enough to perform it, or that 
the representatives to whom they would confide the responsibiii- 
are not virtuous or iiitellingent enough to be trusted with is. With 
the confusion of the war getting well behind us, why should it be 
deemed dangerous to assemble a convention to give the State I 
new organic law in the place of the outworn instrument that is 
such an embargo upon the State’s progress?

greatly stimulated since the recent 
disastrous floods which have visited 
various portions 
the state, 
an­ 
nounced Major A. A. Stiles, state 
reclam ation engineer, who has ju st 
returned from m aking a tour of in­ 
spection of levees in the state. 
M ajor Stiles stated th a t a new 
levee d istrict has ju st been created in 
K aufm an county, known as D istrict 
No- l l , on K ing’s fork of the T rin ­ 
ity river near G ossetts, which, when 
com pleted will reclaim approxim ately 
3000 acres of fertile land. 
This le­ 
vee will be 20 feet in height and I 
miles in length. 
A nother new d istrict created is in 
Red R iver county, D istrict No. 5 on 
Cut H and creek, a trib u tary of Sui- i 
phur river not fa r from C larksville 
This levee will reclaim 200 acres and 
wil be fo u r miles long and 16 feet 
high. 
In the Fort W orth levee d istrict on 
the T rinity, M ajor Stiles said a eom- 
m ittee of local engineers has been < 
appointed to co-operate 
with 
the 
state reclam ation departm ent in m ak­ 
ing new plans to reconstruct the levee 
partially destroyed 
by

STATE SHOULD MAKE 
FLOOD PREVENTION SURVEY 


(From Dallas News) 
El Paso, Texas,—In your issue of 
May 15 there is a verytimely letter 
from Hon. Norman G. K ittrelU set- 
ting forth th at the state of 
Texas 
“should get busy on flood control.” 
The w riter has repeatedly been ac­ 
corded space in your columns to urge 
the adoption of comprehensive plans 
for flood control, but a time like the 
present when a number of lives have 
been lost and placed in jeopardy and 
millions of dollars of flood damage 
inflicted, 
makes it appropriate 
to 
urge once more that we are crimi­ 
nally and wastefully negligent in this 
m atter. 
Levees, properly constructed have 
been the means of preventing vast 
losses from flood, but there is an­ 
other manner of 
flood 
prevention 
which is infinitely more valuable. A 
comprehensive survey of the princi­ 
pal rivers of Texas will confirm the 
fact, already known to many engi­ 
neers and others, that a great sys­ 
tem of reservoirs could be constructed 
which would impound the flood w at­ 
ers and absolutely eliminate Hood 
damage in the great m ajority of in­ 
stances, and these 
great 
artificial 
lakes would contribute in innumer­ 
able ways to the health and happiness 
of the surrounding population furnish 
ing recreation in many wa.\s, w ater 
for irrigation and vast quantities of 
hydro-electric power which could be 
used for the lighting of our cities 
and towns, as well as for manufac­ 
turing purposes. 
The value of levee protection must 
never be lost sight of but experience 
has shown that there is a constant 
tendency of the bed of the stream to 
vise when the banks arc raised by

control 
can be had by con­ 
structing reservoirs, and the reser­ 
voirs themselves would be sources 
of pleasure and profit. 
Judge Kittrell says; “If the State 
can not spare the money out of the 
Treasury, then let tho Constitution 
be so amended as to enable the State 
to issue, 
if need be, bonds in an 
amount Necessary to do the work.” 
The conservation 
amendment a- 
dopted in 1917 is amply sufficient 
for the purpose, in the opinion of 
the writer. That amendment was de­ 
signed by the fram ers to be used on 
a 
much 
more comprehenisve scale 
than it has yet been. 
It has proved 
its untility many times 
since 
its 
adoption, bub everything that has 
been done under it is small compar­ 
ed with v hat may be done. That a- 
moddment will never 
have accom­ 
plished the purpose for which it was 
chiefly intended until the 
several 
river systems of Texas have 
been 
surveyed, mapped and developed 
in 
a thorough and comprehensive way, 
treating each .-dream and its tribu­ 
taries us one entire unit. 
{surely it will not be necessary to 
go through many such years of de­ 
structive floods as tim present 
be­ 
fore the people of Texas will wake 
up to the necessity of a 
complete 
hydrographic survey of the 
State. 
The day will come v hen such sur­ 
vey will be made, when a system of 
reservoirs, levees and perhaps 
for­ 
est plantations will completely con­ 
trol and utilize the flood w aters of 
this State, turning our rivers into 
sources of blessing instead of leav­ 
ing them a constant menace to life 
and property* 
Intelligent people, when uninform­ 
ed, are incredulous about the 
stor­ 
age of siu h vast floods as come down 
our Texas rivers but facts are stub­ 
born things, 
and experience demon­ 
strates that vast floods can be safe­ 
ly impounded in vast artificial reser­ 
voirs, properly located and safely 
constructed.
